erry Nation is usually 
| quite at home among the 
Daleks. He certainly 
should be, for he’s the man who 
first invented them in 1963. But 
even Terry was a little over- 
whelmed when he came up to 
London to judge the Win-a- 
Dalek competition which RADIO: 
TIMES announced in January. 

‘It’s just like Christmas,’ he 
exclaimed when he walked into 
the RADIO TIMES offices and saw 
sack upon sack full of packages 
lining the walls. 

It was impossible to be harsh 
and disqualify late-comers – 
Terry felt each one of them 
must be given a chance. But, of 
course, that meant an enor- 
mous amount of work for him, 
picking the winners from over 
7,000 entries from four to 83- 
year-olds, including one sent 
all the way from Australia, and 
several from people who were 
blind or disabled.

and 17. ‘I’m particularly sorry,’ 
said Terry, ‘that.I can’t write 
individually to all the people 
that wrote to me during the 
competition, or even return 
entries to people, but there 
were just too many.’ What 
particularly interested him were 
the entries which weren’t just 
confined to paints and paper, 
but included models or mon- 
tages of paper and materials. 
In the under-ten category he 
was. very excited by some of 
the fantasy monsters the 
children had drawn. Conse- 
quently he was delighted when- 
ever he came upon a really un- 
earthly monster —such as the 
jelitron, the cuba, the terra- 
brontus, and the dreaded wurly 
witsa. Some of these will be on 
display, with the winners, at a 
special exhibition (see details 
below right).

work was 'more than just a 
sheet of paper with a drawing 
on it.
